So far as en- 
tertainment is concerned, we are sure 
that Los Angeles will do nobly. But 
we want the Association to reap the 
benefit of the lively interest of the 
pharmacists of the extreme West as 


shown by increased membership and a 
contribution of papers on pharmacal 
topics worthy of the Coast and the 
occasion. 

The decision to come to Los Angeles 
was not reached without very careful 
consideration of the proposition made 
at the Hot Springs meeting to have the 
A. Ph. A. and the N. A. R. D. meet 
at the same time and place.

but many wavered, fearing that a vote 
for that city might be interpreted as_ 
showing want of interest in the N. A.

STATE PHARMACY [In order to 


LEGISLATION meet the neces- 


sary expenses of 
the Committee on Legislation, the 
California Pharmaceutical Association 
at its last anual meeting voted to call 
for a voluntary assessment of $2.00 
from each member and to ask non- 
member druggists to contribute the 


“same amount. In some towns every 


druggist has met the call; in Oakland 
they have probably exceeded the 
amount called for, but in some other 
cities only a portion have contributed. 
This is mostly due to the fact that the 


local committee charged with the duty 


of collecting these small sums have not 
done their work as thoroughly as oth- 
ers. All should bear their share. It 
is impossible to get men capable of 
looking after this business to give their 
time and pay their traveling and hotel 
expenses besides. There are many un- 
avoidable incidental expenses to be in- 
curred, and those who are interested 
should cheerfully bear their share of 
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the cost. Let those who have neg- 
lected to pay their $2.00 send it at 
once to F. W. Nish, Secretary, 1022 
Masonic Avenue, San Francisco. 


A SUNDAY The proposed Sunday 
LAW Law, introduced into the 


Senate by Senator Thompson, will 


hardly be acceptable to druggists, many 
of whom would be glad to be relieved 
of the necessity of attending their 
stores all day on Sundays. It pro- 
vides that drug stores be excepted from 
its operations so far as relates “to the 
sale of medicine or sick room supplies 
between the hours of 9:00 and I1:00 
o'clock in the forenoon and 5:30 and 
7:30 o clock in the afternoon, nor to 
said sale at any time in cases of 
emergency.’ Even where druggists 
are anxious to comply with the law, 
the hours of open shop would not 
meet the convenience or necessities of 
some communities. But the great ob- 
jection to the proposed law as far as it 
affects druggists is that when the store 
is open for the sale of medicines, de- 
mand will surely be made for other 


articles not to be classed as medicines, 


which those who live strictly up to the 
law would refuse to sell while the less 


conscientious would sell them. ‘The’ 


soda water business, which is a large 
factor in some drug stores, would be 
driven to the restaurants, though 
doubtless some druggists would vio- 
late the law, in the belief that no jury 
would convict them for selling soda 
water on Sunday. Thus this law would 
rather favor the law-breaking to the 


detriment of the law-abiding citizens. 


As our readers know, we are anxious 
to have the hours of business in drug 
stores on Sundays reduced as much as 
possible in view of the public necessi- 
ties, and probably some good would 


accrue to druggists if such shortened 


hours were made compulsory. But we 
believe it to be almost impossible to 
define exactly in a statute what articles 
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in a drug store might and what ought 
not to be sold on a Sunday. 

Anyway, druggists are getting to 
see the disadvantages resulting from 
keeping their stores open all Sunday, 
and we hope soon to see the closing 
on part of the day, now practiced by 
some, become almost universal. We 
believe there is money in it—and rest 
and other good things as well. 

Has Worked on Sundays 

Perhaps the writer ought to say in 
this connection and now that he knows 
something by experience about Sunday 
work. He has been proprietor of drug 
stores for forty-four years. During 
that time he had charge of the 
store (relieving all the clerks) for 
about five hours on Sundays for about 
thirty-two years. In addition to this 
he had charge of the store on Sunday 
nights while a clerk for six years. 
Neither he nor his clerks were expected 
to do any work on Sunday, but such 
aS was necessary in waiting on cus- 
tomers or other similar duties. The 
spare time he spent in reading or writ- 
ing personal letters or in unadulterated 
rest. Clerks were expected to do the 
same. He never allowed himself to 
study on those days when he was lec- 
turing, nor to do editorial work when 
he was an editor. He took all the rest he 
could get and wanted his employes to 
do the same. He attributes his con- 
tinued and present healthfulness and 
activity in no small measure to the 
fact that he has all his life practically 
“rested on the Sabbath day according 
to the commandment.” He has as 
much dislike as most persons to the 
monotony and confinement of the aver- 
age drug store Sunday, and he is 


anxious to do his part to lessen the 


misery or tiresomeness of this part of 
a pharmacist’s life. 


ALL ABOUT Of course we all 


A “COLD.” know what a cold is. 
At least we think we 
de. But do we? The writer doesn't, 
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though he had “had ’em” many times. 
He has always .supposed that in “a 
cold” the normal secretions were con- 
siderably checked, whether from a 
chill, or from intoxication due to bad 
air, or auto-intoxication, due to the 
absence of a sufficient amount of good 
air: whatever the cause, he has be- 
lieved that when the secretions of the 
skin, kidneys and other organs, had 
again become normal, the cold was 
cured. But here comes an English 
doctor and tells us that all our notions 
about “a cold” are wrong. He claims 
that it is produced by germs, and he 
tells us that all the trouble we suffer 
when we have a cold is due to three 
bacilli “and one micrococcus, bacillus 
friedlander, b. influenze, b. septus and 
micrococcus catarrhalis,” which find 
their way to the trachea, throat, nose 
and other organs, though he doesn’t 
deny that others of the same kidney 
may help them in their hurtful work. 
This gentleman is Dr. R. W. Allen, 
whose article in the Medical Report 
of December 19th will be interesting 
to medical men and to some extent 
perhaps to others. 


But we are not so much concerned 


with the causes of our trouble when 
we catch a cold as with the remedies 
suggested. Dr. Allen regards quinine 
as theoretically the most useless drug 
in the pharmacopeeia for curing a cold, 
though he says in practice when it is 
combined with ammonia, it may do 
some good. The most useful drugs in 
his opinion, are the oil of cinnamon 
and the oil of eucalyptus, the former 
being preferable by reason of its bet- 
ter odor and taste. It should, however, 
be given in generous doses—20 minims 
in milk every hour for three hours, 
then two doses of 15 minims at inter- 
vals of two hours, and finally several 
doses of 10 minims at three or four 
hour intervals. He puts most reliance, 
however, upon vaccine therapy. And 
here comes the most thrilling part of 
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Dr. Allen’s treatment. He proposes to 
cure a cold by “inoculation” and de- 
vises nothing short of one-eighth of a 
billion (125,000,000) of -bacilli at a 
dose. He advises from an eighth to a 
half billion (125 to 500 millions) of 
these “varmints’, preferably one of 
these three species of bacillus, though 
he says the micrococcus will do, if 
there be enough of them. If the cold 
is not well at the end of a week, he 
would give half a billion of a bacillus 
or of a micrococcus, followed by an- 
other quarter of a billion a week later. 
Fancy having to wait two weeks before 
you find out whether your cold is cured 
or not! The question will arise in the 
unscientific mind whether after all na- 
ture herself didn’t do the curing. 

We have always regarded a cold as a 
more serious thing than most people 
consider it. But it is frightful to think 
of a disease that takes a billion or two 
of these things to cure it. How will 
they disport themselves when they get 
into our tissues? Will the micrococci 
dance the two-step with our phago- 
cytes, or will there be internal war be- 
tween them? It gives us the cold 
shivers to think of it. For the present 
we are disposed to let Dr. Allen ex- 
periment further with his germs, while 
we stick to the old remedies. We like 


his idea of treating catarrhal troubles 


with oils of cinnamon and eucalyptus, 
for we know something about these 
and have heard of their efficacy against 
germs, and believe it is pretty well es- 
tablished that catarrh is a germ dis- 
ease; but to be inoculated with billions 
of bacilli in order that they may fight 
some other species of the same family 
when we can't see how the war goes on 
is not attractive to our imagination. 


GIFTS TO Bowdoin College had 
COLLEGES as a Christmas present a 

$300,000 gift from a man 
who wishes his name withheld at pres- 
ent. We have not seen any announce- 
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ment of a similar present being made 
to a college of pharmacy, except in the 
case of the Massachusetts College 
which received nearly as much, we 
believe, as Bowdoin from Mrs. Potter, 
whose husband (of the Weeks & Pot- 
ter Company) intended to make such a 
bequest in his will, but through some 
informality failed to make the legacy 
secure to the college. Mrs. Potter very 
magnanimously carried out what she 
knew was his intention. The American 
Druggist quotes the views of an 


eminent teacher as follows: 


The reason that colleges of pharmacy 
have no endowments is that they do not 
take the proper means of securing them. 
Every college should have a business or 
endowment committee, whose duty it is to 
look to the matter of means, primarily with 
the object of building up an endowment 
fund. This committee should be made up of 
men in touch with people of large means 
and should be practically a permanent com- 
mittee. Appointment to it should be looked 
upon as one of the highest honors in the 
bestowal of the institution. The committee 
should not only be charged with the secur- 
ing of endowments, but should have the 
general supervision of such endowments as 
may be obtained. We are confident that if 
every college of pharmacy in the United 
States would appoint such a committee, 
making wise selections, in five years from 
now the possession of an endowment fund 
would be looked upon as a perfectly natural 
and ordinary thing, and not, as now, almost 
as rare as snakes in Ireland.

To aid in the suppression of empiricism, 
the regulation of the sale of dangerous 
drugs, and the protection of the public 
health;

To promote relations of comity and 
mutual respect between physicians and 
pharmacists. 


This Association aims to protect in 
all proper ways the right of the phar- 
macist to a fair chance to make a re- 
spectable living in the pursuit of his 
calling, corresponding to his technical 
training and services. 

Every American pharmacist should 
be a member of this Association and 
contribute to its influence for good. 

In no other country is pharmacy so 
handicapped by intolerably discourag- 
ing economic conditions as in the 
United States. The absence of legally 
fixed educational requirements for the 
license to start and conduct drug 
stores is the chief cause. We already 
have several times as many drug stores 
as can be maintained in a satisfactory 
state of efficiency, and yet thousands 
of new licenses are issued every year 
authorizing their holders to further in- 
crease the number of stores, which 
they, of course, promptly do. ‘The re- 
sult is disastrous to the material wel- 
fare of the pharmacist as well as to 
the public health and morals. 
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For this and other evils which beset 
the drug business the usual commer- 
cial methods of treatment are costly, 
futile and even hurtful. The only effec- 
tive remedies are those advocated by 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. [hose remedies are clearly set 
forth in the report of the Committee on 
National and State Legislation, to he 
found in the Proceedings of the Fifty- 
sixth Annual Meeting, soon to be 
issued. ‘They are right and enduring, 
readily applied, just to all concerned, 
and will receive the hearty approval of 
the public and the medical profession 
as well as by all true pharmacists. 
They will not in the least degree dis- 
turb any one already licensed to prac- 
tice pharmacy. 

Our pharmacy laws need amend- 
ment, but they should not be changed 
at all except in such a way as to relieve 
pharmacy of the unjust burdens it is 
laboring under. The American Phar- 
maceutical Association points the way. 

I am proud to be called a pharma- 
cist, and heartily pray that all pharma- 
cists may get together and stand to- 
gether for real progress and the genu- 
ine prosperity of our craft. )

DR. HARVEY W. WILEY—PRO AND 
CON 


Dr. H. W. Wiley has given a lot of 
trouble to a great many people. Drug- 
gists have had some experience of this, 
but they are the small fry in this mat- 
ter. Their troubles are vexatious but 
not serious. And then they are intelli- 
gent people and can see the good Dr. 
Wiley on the whole is doing, and are 
anxious to help him carry out his really 
good intentions. But the manufacturers, 
the fruit men, the liquor men, the pack- 
ers of meat, vegetables and all kinds 
of foods—these are the big fry, and 
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they, like the proverbial worm, have 
“turned.” Not relishing being investi- 
gated themselves, they have struck 
back, and indirectly have been investi- 
gating Dr. Wiley. ‘The commission 
appointed by President Roosevelt to 
test the accuracy of Dr. Wiley’s report 
on the alleged deleterious effects of 
small quantities of sodium benzoate in 
foods, have experimented with a “poi- 
son squad” of their own, and their re- 
port is said to be in clear conflict with 
Dr. Wiley’s. Similar results were ob- 
tained with some experiments con- 
ducted by Dr. Albert J. Atkins and our 
State. Board of Health on sulphured 


fruits, the result in the latter case not 


confirming Dr. Wiley’s views as to the 
hurtfulness of sulphur as in actual use. 
In fact, the “Health Squad,” as Dr. 
Atkins calls his subjects, actually 1m- 
proved in health during the experi- 
ments. The rulings of the Department 
of Agriculture prohibiting the sulphur- 
ing of fruit, as at first promulgated, 
would have been ruinous to many Cali- 
fornia farmers. Probably it will not be 
long before some ruling will be made 
by the Department that will prevent 
the excessive use of sulphur dioxide 


without prohibiting it altogether, for 


without it fruits cannot be sun-dried in 
California. 

When, however, we remember how 
far-reaching are the operations of the 
Pure Food and Drug Law, and how 
many different branches of industry 
are affected by it, it is not to be won- 
dered at that there should have been 
some rulings that needed revision. It 
is rather a matter of surprise that so 
few of Dr. Wiley’s conclusions have 
been upset. Any estimate of him as a 
man and of his work must include the 
whole. And in this view of the case, 
it must be confessed that he has done a 
great thing for the country. Had he 
been less determined he would have 
utterly failed in his attempt to secure 
legislation that compels the seller to 


tell the truth. We regard him as a 
public benefactor, notwithstanding the, 
fact that we have criticized his extreme 
views and dicta on the subject of pre- 
servatives. [his country has set its 
mark for truth. Foods and medicines 
must be sold for what they are. We 
will never go back to the loose methods 
of a decade ago. And it will not be 
long before the same principle of truth- 
fulness in the representations made 
with regard to other goods will be en- 
forced. The gain to the morals as well 
as the health of the American people 
cannot now be estimated. And for all 
this Dr. Harvey W. Wiley is entitled 
to a large share of the credit, for he 
more than any other man _ brought 
about this wholesome condition of af- 
fairs. 


DR. WILEY ON ETHICS OF DRUG 
ADVERTISING 

Dr. Wiley, chief of the Chemical Bu- 
reau of the Department of Agriculture, 
delivered a sensational address before 
the Sphinx Club, an organization of ad- 
vertising men, at the Waldorf-Astoria 
recently. Dr. Wiley laid down the law 
as his department interprets it regard- 
ing what is legitimate and illegitimate 
in the advertisement of proprietary 
medicines. Among other things, he 
said: 

“The court of appeals of the District 
of Columbia has handed down a de- 
cision which is pregnant of the future. 
It deals with a trade-mark, the adver- 
tising of which was false and mislead- 
itg. The court said it would not pro- 
tect any trade-mark about which any 
false statement had been made. Now, 
suppose a man puts his proper label on 
his article and then advertises it falsely. 
Then, by the decision, the court will 
not protect that man in his trade-mark. 
I read advertisements in the elevated 
and subway cars and on the platforms. 
Everywhere there are extravagant, 
false, misleading statements. Now, 
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gentlemen, that’s not advertising; it’s 
immorality. The American products 
do not need this misrepresentation. 
They have virtues enough to brag 
about and to test your skill at compo- 
sition and still keep within the truth.” 


ANOTHER PURE FOOD TEST 

Dr. Albert J. Atkins and the State 
Board of Health have met Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley on his own ground, accept- 
ing his methods of demonstration, and 
in the result they have supplied con- 
clusive proof that the trifling quantity 
of sulphur dioxide, with which dried 
fruit is impregnated by the California 
process, is nowise injurious to health, 
and, in fact, its use is followed by ben- 
eficial effects. Under severe clinical 
tests, conducted with scientific accu- 
racy and supervision, the men who 
took the diet, comprising a consider- 
able component of the sulphured fruit, 
are shown to have increased in weight 
and improved in general health. 


The result could not well be other- 


wise. Most people in California have 
been consuming sulphured fruits for a 
score of years or more, without experi- 
encing the slightest evil effects. Mil- 
lions of pounds of such fruit have been 
eaten, and there is no record anywhere 
of a single case where injurious effects 
from such use have been experienced. 
It will not be disputed, even by Dr. 
Wiley, that the sulphur acts as a germ- 
icide or safeguard against the genera- 
tion of decayed matter in the fruit. It 
is of itself no more injurious to health 
than salt, and it fulfills the same func- 
tions in the preservation of food. 
This is not a question to be decidéd 
offhand on the general proposition that 


the introduction of any foreign sub-— 


stance makes food impure. Within 
certain limits, spices, condiments and 
preservatives are permissible, and 
sometimes beneficial. The rigidly sci- 
entific experiments conducted by Dr. 
Atkins appear to demonstrate that the 
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moderate use of sulphur as a preserva- 
tive is not only not injurious, but is 
positively beneficial. 

The Call hopes that Dr. Wiley, who 
has done a great and useful work for 
the country, will see in these experi- 
ments good reason to reconsider an 
opinion which appears to have been 
based on insufficient evidence.—San 
Francisco Call. 


IS SODIUM BENZOATE A HARMFUL 
PRESERVATIVE? 
Report of Experts 


The referee board appointed to de- 
termine whether benzoate of soda used 
in food as a preservative is harmful and 
deleterious to human health or not has 
decided that it is not. 

President Roosevelt appointed a 
referee board to decide the question, 
and, pending the decision, the manu- 
facturers have been allowed to use one- 
tenth of one per cent of benzoate of 
soda, providing the use of such pre- 
servative was plainly stated on the 
goods offered for sale. 

The referee board appointed last 
March consists of Dr. Ira Remsen, 
president of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity; Russell H. Chittenden, director 
of the Sheffield Science School of Yale 
University; John H. Long, professor 
of chemistry at the medical school of 
Northwestern University ; C. A. Herter, 
professor of physiological chemistry, 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
New York, and Alonzo E. Taylor, pro- 
fessor of pathology, University of Cali- 
fornia. Dr. Taylor has been absent 
in Europe, and did not participate in 
the consideration of the question. 
Otherwise the Board’s report was 
unanimous. 

The Board reached its conclusions 
after experimenting on a “poison 
squad,” Dr. Wiley having reached his 
conclusions after experimenting in 
that manner. 

“To make these experimental in- 
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quiries as thorough as possible,’ says 
the report of the Board, “and to mini- 
mize the personal equation, three inde- 
pendent investigations have been car- 
ried out—one at the medical school of 
Northwestern University in Chicago; 
the second at the private laboratory of 
Professor Christian A. Harter of Col- 
umbia University, New York, and the 
third at the Sheffield Scientific School 
of Yale University. This emphasizes 
the fact that the result, obtained from 
three separate investigations, closely 
agree in essential features. The main 
general conclusions reached by the 
Board are as follows: 


Points of the Report 


“First—Sodium benzoate in small 
doses (under 0.5 grain per day) mixed 
with food is not deleterious or poison- 
ous and not injurious to health. 


“Second—Sodium benzoate in large 
doses (up to four grams a day) 
mixed with food has not been found to 


exert any deleterious effect on health 


nor to act as a poison in the general 
acceptation of the term. In some di- 
rections there were slight modifications 
in certain physiological processes, the 
excess signification of which modifica- 
tions are not known. 


“Third—Admixture of sodium ben- 
zoate with food in small or large doses 
has not been found to injuriously af- 
fect or impair the quality or nutritive 
value of such food.” 

In presenting the issue the President 
submitted to the board two proposi- 
tions, as follows: 

1. Does food to which there has 
been added benzoic acid or any of its 
salts contain added poisonous or other 
added deleterious ingredient which 
may render said food injurious to 
health? 

2. If benzoic acid or any of its salts 
be mixed or packed with a food is the 
quality or strength of said food re- 
duced, lowered, or injuriously affected? 


GETTING Private letters from the 
READY East tell us that pharma- 
cists are already making plans to 
come to Los Angeles. It is likely that 
there will be a special car from western 
Pennsylvania and one or two from St. 
Louis. Philadelphia, New York, Chi- 
cago and other large centers are still 
to be heard from. 


DR. H. W. WILEY ON THE PATENT 
MEDICINE EVIL 


In a lecture at the Philadelphia Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, reported in abstract 
by the American Journal of Pharmacy, 
Dr. Wiley makes a suggestion on this 
subject which we are glad to quote. 
He says: 

“One great point, it seems to me, 
which ought to be considered is the 
fact that there is no enmity between 
the profession of pharmacy and the 
profession of medicine. It is true that 
it is difficult, if not impossible to draw 
a definite cleavage line between the two 
professions. The pharmacist must in 
some cases exercise the functions of a 
physician, and the physician to some 
extent those of the pharmacist. I 
might say that the pharmacist is a sta- 
tionary physician and the physician an 
ambulatory pharmacist. There should, 
however, be an understanding between 
the two professions as to how far each 
should encroach upon the confines of 
the other. It is needless to enter into 
an argument to show that the physician 
should carry a pharmaceutical arma- 
ment with him, as it would be needless 
to say that the pharmacist should never 
be permitted to dispense a remedy 
without a physician’s prescription. 

“Mutual benefit, however, would 
come to both professions if the great 
evil of the patent medicine habit or the 
drug habit could be eradicated from 
this country. Above all other coun- 
tries we are victims of the drug habit. 
Whenever anything is the matter with 
an American the first thing he is ex- 
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pected to do is to “take something.” 
Every one of his friends will prescribe 
a different remedy, every remedy so 
prescribed being an absolute specific 
remedy against the ailments from 
which he is suffering. The newspapers 
abound with advertisements calling the 
attention of the people to symptoms of 
diseases which perhaps they never 
have or which the imagination easily 
magnifies into veritable dangers. The 
drug stores are filled with preparations 
or compounds which are regarded as 
specifics for almost every disease of 
humanity. ‘These medicines are sold 
in great quantities to the laity by the 
druggist, thus depriving the druggist 
himself of the legitimate reward for 
compounding the remedy, and the phy- 
sician from his legitimate reward of 
recommending it to his patient. It will 


be better, therefore, for both profes- — 


sions, as well as for the public, when 
the days of the deceptive dope are done. 


“It seems to me that for the minor 
diseases, for which the druggist may 
safely prescribe, it would be sufficient 
for the medical fraternity in each lo- 
cality to agree with the druggist in 
regard to remedies which should be 
given for simple colds and other minor 
diseases. The medical association of 
each locality could write the prescrip- 
tions for these diseases, place them 
with the druggist and they could be 
filled by the druggist upon the direct 
application of the layman. Thus the 
layman would receive a greater benefit 
than ever before, and be protected from 
fraudulent extortion, the druggist 
would have a larger income and the 
physician would. not be deprived of 
the necessary applications to him from 
those who were really ill. I do not 
think that any pharmacist should ever 
be allowed to sell a medicine to be 
carried to a person who is too ill to 
apply for it himself, nor for any disease 
of a character which threatens perma- 
nent injury or death. 
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“By some such method of co-opera- 
tion the bonds which hold the two 
great professions of pharmacy and 
medicine together would be strength- 
ened, the feeling of amity between the 
two professions increased, with cor- 
responding benefits to the public and 
with certainly no financial loss either 
to the pharmacist or the physician. It 
is well to consider these points es- 
pecially in relation to the future de- 
velopment of the profession and its es- 
tablishment upon a thoroughly scien- 
tific basis.” 

Dr. Wiley’s suggestion is to be dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the Philadel- 
phia Branch of the A. Ph. A., on the 
16th of this month, and the editor of 
this journal was requested by Dr. 
Henry Kraemer to send his views as a 
contribution to that discussion. .His 
reply follows: 

“When I first read Dr. Wiley’s lec- 
ture, I felt that he was a veritable 
Daniel come to judgment, but when I 
considered the subject in detail as it 
would have to be worked out, my 
spirits fell, and I had to conclude that 


in the present state of the public mind, 


it would only be possible to carry out 
his plan to a very limited extent. His 
suggestion certainly is fascinating to 
the physician and hyper-ethical phar- 
macist, but I fear there are very few 
communities in which it could be car- 
ried out. There are not many localities 
in which druggists and doctors could 
come to such an agreement as would 
be necessary to make it a success. As 
an ideal, however, it is something good 
to work up to, but as a practical meas- 
ure for general adoption at the present 
time, I fear it is not feasible. 

To carry out such a plan, the con- 
currence of four parties is necessary ; 
these are (1) the doctors; (2) the drug- 
gists; (3) the great American public, 
and (4) the patent medicine proprie- 
tors. If we assume that the first two 
are able to come to an agreement that 
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would render Dr. Wiley’s plan feasible, 
we still have the other two parties to 
deal with. The patent medicine pro- 
prietors have vast sums of money in- 
vested in their products, and they 
would not consent to let their capital 
be dissipated and in some cases them- 
selves ruined for the sake of carrying 
out an idea with which they have no 
sympathy. They would surely make 
more strenuous efforts than ever to cre- 
ate a demand for their goods, and the 
great American public would exercise 
their right to choose between the rem- 
edies advertised by the patent medicine 
men and those put forward by drug- 
gists. Comparing the flaming adver- 
tisements of “cures,” with the modest 
recommendations by druggists of medi- 
cines to “relieve,” the choice would 
almost always be in favor of the 
former. And so, in the majority of 
cases, the ethical preparations would 
remain unsold. 

But suppose the druggists should 
discontinue to sell the patent medicines, 
what would happen? Surely somebody 
would sell them. The _ proprietors 
would find some means of marketing 
their goods. With the public calling 
for them and proprietors pushing them, 
the sale would go on. It is quite likely 
that such action by -druggists would 
hurt the sale of these “patents,” and 
perhaps after many years almost kill 
it, but no one can now foresee what the 
effect would be, nor how long it would 
be before any marked effect would be 
produced. 

Again, supposing that druggists did 
resolve to throw patent medicines out 
of their stores, where would they draw 
the line? Nothing short of a joint com- 
mission of doctors and druggists could 
settle this point, and they would prob- 
ably never come to an agreement. 
Some of these very physicians who 
would be most enthusiastic over Dr. 
Wiley’s plan, would continue to pre- 
scribe some of the “patents” which the 
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the chair last year. 
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druggists had been induced to throw 
out, and there would be dissatisfaction 
all round. 

In fact, I am obliged to admit that 
Dr. Wiley’s roseate plan is in advance 
of the times. Many physicians are not 
ready for it, more druggists would fail 
to endorse it, and the great American 
public would have none of it. All 
these three classes of persons need to 
be educated up to it. In the present 
state of public sentiment, I do not see 
how it could be worked. 


President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of 
the university has been accorded the 
high honor of occupying the Theodore 
Roosevelt professorship at the Univer- 
sity of Berlin this year. He will be 
the fourth educator who has occupied 
the chair. He has been granted a leave 
of absence from some date in the fall 
until March, Igto. 


The appointment of President 
Wheeler to a faculty position for a 
special lecture course in Germany is 
the second such honor that has been 
given him. In 1906 he was the head of 
the American classical school at 
Athens. Professor Clapp of the Greek 
department of the university occupied 
President Wheeler 
was a student at Heidelberg for some 
years and received his doctor’s degree 
there in 1885. 


We are asking the Council of the A. Ph. 
A. to fix the date of the meeting at Los 
Angeles for some time in August. The 
State Pharmaceutical Association will meet 
at the same time. Doubtless we shall be 
able to name the exact date in our next 
issue. |

SIDE LINES IN THE DRUG BUSINESS 
By Charles H. Van Dyke 


Since the introduction of the great 
multitude of proprietory medicines, 
good and otherwise, and the high 
prices of patent medicines, the profit 
of prescription and drug department 
which the average druggist formerly 
made by his education, skill and ex- 
perience has been so greatly decreased, 
and the insatiable rent of the landlord 
has so greatly increased, that now most 
of us, to keep from throwing the lab- 
oratory utensils at the wolf at the back 
door, have been forfcted into side lines 
or commercial fields to that extent 
until now they constitute the drug 
business, and, in many instances, so 
successful have we been that if it were 
up to most of us to discontinue some 
of our departments or lines, I am in- 
clined to believe that the prescription 
case would be among the first to go. 

Go into many of our modern drug 
stores and not a salt mouth, tincture 
bottle or package of patent medicines 
can be seen. Our first sight will be 
greeted by a magnificent soda water 
apparatus, followed by a department of 
leather goods, then one of cut glass 
and a candy department, then one of 
post cards, stationery, tobacco, liquor 
department, and way back in the rear 
of the store or back room you see a 
prescription and drug department. To 
go into detail and write of the many 
lines outside of the prescription and 


drug lines would be a paper on nearly , 


every line listed in a mail order house 
catalogue. Some of these side lines, 
from their universal adoption by the 
druggists, have bcome_ thoroughly 
identified with the drug trade, perhaps 
always to so remain; others from their 
local character will only flourish in

such communities where there is a de- 
mand and competition is limited. 
Among the former are the soda foun- 
tain, tobacco, stationery, candy, rubber 
goods, bristle goods, toilet articles, 
liquors, sponges and chamois, and post 
cards; this latter may be a fad only. 
In the latter class may be mentioned 
paints, oil, window glass, machinery 
oils, stock foods, garden and flower 
seeds, hammocks, china ware, lamps, 
cutlery, golf goods, jewelry (which line 
I have previously discussed), toys, 
and fancy goods, such as toilet sets, 
etc., optical goods, talking machines. 
Contemplating adding this or that 
line to a drug line, the chief considera- 
tions are: Demand, knowledge of the 
line, space, competition, profit, capital 
or ability to pay for same when the 
bill becomes due. One peculiarity of 
the jobber or manufacturing firm, the 
representatives of which you will ob- 


serve seated around in the various 


parts of this hall, with good clothes 
and fine jewelry, smiling faces and 
whisky breaths, all of which you and | 
have helped to pay for, extending to 
you the glad hand for an order, have 
other representatives elsewhere that 
carry clubs and guns, ready to pounce 
upon you if you don’t pay when the 
“rent” comes due. 

Having fully considered the fore- 
mentioned requirements, put in your 
money and give the line you select the 
time, attention and publicity that you 
give your soda fountain, and you will 
make a success. Sit down and not 
work (say any harder or more than the 
average traveling man works) and it 


will count among your failures. For 


it has been my observation that the 
average druggist is just as smart as 
any other class of merchants, which is 
abundantly proven by the fewer fail- 
ures in the drug than in any other mer- 
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cantile line. So that, whatever line is 
chosen, it is fairly safe to predict that 
not much money will be lost. 

Another additional factor in running 
a drug department store which the dry 
goods department stores have seen the 
necessity of, and which we _ have 
scarcely begun to take notice, is less 
expensive help or clerk hire, the aver- 
age saleslady selling perfume, soap, 
toilet articles, candy for wages far less 
than the price of a prescription clerk; 
$6 to $10 per week seems to be about 
the wages paid in my locality. Just 
how successful these have been found 
with those that have had experience 
with salesladies in the drug stores 
would be acceptable information to 
myself and perhaps others of the Asso- 
ciation. 
touch upon one other side line which 
is well-nigh universal in drug stores 
and one in which we have but little 
competition; a line in which you can 
turn your capital every week, yes, 
every day; a line in which the buyers 
demand immediate attention, and you 
will hurry up and half wait on another 
customer to get to them ere they leave 
your store; a line which the druggists 
of the United States are spending $5,000 
daily in clerk hire to handle; a line that 
calls forth the necessity of great state 
. buildings, one of which is located in 
your city, and further demonstrates the 
laxity of our public officials in not con- 
fining these goods to some that are so 


richly deserving; a line the department. 


store eschews; the grocery won't 
touch; the hardware man throws out; 
the confectioner spurns; the clothing 
tore scorns, and our clerks detest. 
Oh, we have it all to ourselves, and we 
bow, smile and scrape our feet to every 
buyer therefor, and the great public 
customer is filled with gratitude, love 
and sympathy for us; watch them pay 
us one cent more than they can pur- 
chase the same items at the grocery or 
department store; watch them walk 
blocks out of their way to trade with 


It might be well just now to. 
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us, when the same items can be bought 
ten steps nearer! 

I bare my head and bow my body in 
humble attitude to the colossal brain 
that conceived the idea, to the brilliant, 
towering, mighty genius that originated 
this great side line of—postage stamps 
and street car tickets. 


QUALITY AND PURITY OF CRUDE 
AND POWDERED VEGETABLE 
DRUGS IN AND ABOUT SAN 
FRANCISCO 


By Albert Schneider 


The following report is based upon 
the unofficial and official examination 
of vegetable drugs on the Pacific 
Coast. It is in the nature of a pre- 
liminary report, and the prime objects 
in presenting it at this time are, first, 
to convey some idea of drug conditions 
as they exist here as compared to drug 
conditions elsewhere, particularly in 
the East, and secondly, to give some 
timely advice with regard to meeting 
the essential requirements of the Fed- 
eral and State drug laws. 

The tabulation given below is pre- 
pared from the laboratory records 
(Department of Pharmacognosy) of 
the California College of Pharmacy, 
and represents, in part, the work of the 
first term of the third year’s course in 
the examination of spices and vege- 
table drugs. However, the liberty has 
been taken to incorporate certain ob- 
servations made in the capacity of 
State as well as Federal drug ex- 
aminer. ‘The writer desires to express 
his obligations to Fred West, Francis 
J. Belz and James Arkin, members of 
the third year class, who, with the 
writer's assistance, made the findings 
recorded in the table. | 


The samples were taken from whole- 
sale drug dealers of San Francisco and 
from retail dealers in and about San 
Francisco (bay region). Most of them 
were picked at random, irrespective of 
the probable conditions of the drug, 
some were taken because of likely 
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adulteration, and in several instances 
the dealers themselves submitted the 
samples. The drugs examined were 
powdered with the exception of two 
samples of henna leaves and one sam- 
ple of ipecac. The micro-analytical 
work was done with the same care as 
similar work done in an _ official 
capacity. 

Most of the vegetable drugs used on 
the Pacific Coast came from the East, 
largely from New York City, and are 
imported via the port of New York. 
The suspicion is rife that the Eastern 
importers and brokers do not always 
send the best quality drugs to the 
dealers on the Pacific Coast. No doubt 
such an accusation would be stoutly 
denied by the Eastern dealers. It is, 
however, perfectly reasonable to sup- 
pose that a large importer, we will as- 
sume in New York City, would strive 
to please the customers nearer his 
place of business first; thus, as a per- 
fectly natural consequence, the articles 
of more or less inferior quality or those 
of second choice, fall to the more re- 
mote customers. Most large dealers 
may also stoutly deny that they handle 
a first and a second quality article, but 
such appears nevertheless to be the 
case.. For example, the drugs sent to 
colleges of pharmacy are of better 
quality than those found in the general 
drug trade. Naturally the wholesale 
house desires to make a favorable im- 
pression upon those who are likely 
future customers. 


Since the pure food and drugs en- 
actment it may be supposed that 


drugs of standard quality alone are ad- 


mitted into the United States. To 
such an end the Department of Agri- 
culture has appointed special drug 
examiners, who are stationed at the 
several ports of the United States with 
instructions to carefully examine all 
drugs appearing at the ports of entry. 
This is being ‘done, and yet a 
goodly percentage of drugs now found 
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on the Pacific Coast are adulterated. 
How may this be explained? Some of 
these adulterated drugs, especially 
those in the possession of retail stores, 
were imported prior to the enactment. 
Some are known to have entered the 
United States since the enactment and 
are in the possession of wholesale as 
well as retail dealers. ‘This can be ex- 
plained by assuming that a consign- 
ment which was found to be adulter- 
ated and which was rejected by the 
special examiner was simply reim- 


'. ported at some other point and thus 


entered into the trade. This is the 
explanation offered by Dr. H. H. 
Rusby and is, no doubt, in accordance 
with actual facts. It is no doubt true 
that, in spite of all precautions, some 
adulterated drugs escape the vigilance 
of the special examiners. It is also 
probable that in some instances hasty 
floor inspection without micro-analy- 
tical verification is responsible for the 
admission of some adulterated vege- 
table drugs. This is especially likely 
with such drugs as belladonna, scopola, 
hyoscyamus, stramonium and certain 
of the barks, as coto, cinchonas, cas- 
caras and a few others. 
of these and of other drugs having no 
marked distinguishing macroscopic 
characteristics, the microscopic veri- 
fication should never be omitted. Of 
course, in the case of all broken, 
ground, powdered and otherwise re- 
duced or fragmentary drugs, the micro- 
scopic examination is all important. 


A drug may be of prime quality and 
reach the retailer in excellent condi- 
tion, and yet be entirely worthless by 
the time it reaches the consumer (the 
patient). This worthlessness may be 


due to prolonged though normal aging, 
or the deteriorating process may have 
been hastened by climatic conditions, 
inadequate packing and storing and 
by attacking insect parasites and mold. 
Containers have been found which had 
not been opened for five years or 


In the case 
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more. Again, the contents of some 
containers resembled a fertilizer, hav- 
ing been completely decomposed by 
bacteria and higher fungi. In other in- 
stances the entire storeroom was over- 
run by insect parasites which had 
honeycombed the crude drugs and 
rendered them unfit for use. It is, 
however, not intended at this time to 
discuss findings of this kind, but rather 
to give a few suggestions on how to 
remedy certain defects quite commonly 
met with in retail drug stores and how 


to meet the requirements of the pure © 


drugs enactment, State as well as 
Federal. By way of introduction the 
following tabulation is submitted. The 
letters under “Dealers” are not name 
initials. Capitals represent wholesale 
drug dealers of San Francisco and 
small letters represent retail drug 
dealers of the bay region. 

1. Moldy Drugs.—The prevalence 
of moldinegs in powdered drugs is due 
in part to the moist atmosphere in and 
about the bay region and partly due 
to the fact that, as a rule, there is no 
suitable arrangement to warm and dry 
out the drug stores. This matter re- 
quires immediate attention. Stoves, 
hot air furnaces, steam and hot water 
plants will fill the bill. A dwarfed 
wood stove back of the prescription 
counter, in which an occasional paper 
box, newspaper, wrapping paper or 
small pieces of pine boxes are burnt, 
will not answer the purpose. The store 
needs a heating or warming device 
which is kept in operation every day 
during the months of December, Janu- 
ary, February and March, and longer 
if necessary. Keep the drug store dry 
and the mold will not appear. Moldy 
drugs are unfit for use. 


2. Insect Parasites.— The persistent 
and general presence of insect pests 
(weevils) simply indicates that things 
are not just right. The building may 
be old and rotten or the containers 
may be old. Anyway, the containers 
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need cleaning, scalding, drying out, 
etc. Not only must the weevils and 
their larvz be destroyed, but their eggs 
as well. There should be no cracks in 
floor, in walls, partitions. Perhaps the 
walls need a coat of calsomine or new 
paper and the woodwork a new coat of 
paint or varnish. Never place a drug 
in any container until there is absolute 
certainty that all insect pests, includ- 
ing larvze and eggs, which may be pres- 
ent are destroyed. To place a fresh 
drug in a container which held an in- 
fested drug, without first cleaning it as 
suggested, shows rank foolishness. 


Old Drugs.—The chances are 
that crude and powdered vegetable 
drugs, as well as all preparations made 
therefrom, are wholly unfit for use at 
the end of three years. Old materials 
of this kind should be destroyed, even 
though they may have been of prime 
quality originally. Retailers should 
not secure more drugs and make more 
preparations than they can use within 
a reasonable time, say on an average 
in one year. Many substances used 
medicinally will of course keep for a 
much longer period, as chemicals gen- 
erally; but no means have yet been 
found to prevent the never-ceasing 
gradual deterioration of vegetable 
drugs and their preparations. Never 
purchase an old store stock, no matter 
how low the price asked. Secure a 
fresh stock and start in right. 

4. Guaranties.—Guaranties are no 
guarantee that the articles are pure or 
up to standard, but every retail dealer 
should see to it that every guarantee- 
able article which he purchases is 
guaranteed, as this shifts the legal re- 
sponsibility from him to the one giving 
the guarantee. The retail dealer must, 
however, be certain that he can trace 
the guarantee of every article in his 
possession, in order that he may supply 
this to the inspector who may enter 
his place for samples to be analyzed 
under the law. If he fails to furnish

such evidence of guarantee, the res- 
sponsibility rests with him and he will 
be obliged to pay the fine in case the 
analysis shows the drug found in his 


possession to be adulterated or below 
the prescribed standard. 


This brief article it is hoped may 
serve as a means of explaining certain 
drug conditions on the Pacific Coast, 
and what conditions the retail dealer 
should heed more specifically in order 
to meet the requirements of the Federal 
as well as State drug law.

619. Pectis 
Composite. 

A small composite with intensely 
fragrant flowers, odor of essence of 
lemon. This and one other species 
appears to have a special action on the 
salivary glands.

Composite. 

Lemon odor like that of the preced- 
ing species. May prove of great value 
as a source of desirable extract for the 


use of the confectioner. (U.S. Geog. | 


Surv. Wheeler’s Rep. Bot. 6: 46.) 

621. Pelargonium  odoratissimum 
Ait. Rose geranium. Nutmeg gera- 
nium. Geraniacez. 

Extensively cultivated as a fragrant 
ornamental plant. The oil obtained 
from the leaves is much used as an 
adulterant of otto of rose, and is also 
used in the manufacture of perfumery. 
Three species are said to contain the 
fragrant oil, P. roseum, P. capitatum 
and the above. 

622. Perezia microcephala Gray. 
Composite. 

A root decoction is used in the 
treatment of asthma, as a throat wash, 
as a laxative, etc. The plant is found 
along the coast, from Monterey to San 
Diego. 

623. Perezia nana. Composite. 

This and other species enjoy a use 
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similar to the above. (Proc. A. Ph. A. 
32: 149-155, 1884.) | 

624. Persea gratissima Gaertner. 
Alligator pear. Lauracez. 

A native of tropical America which 
thrives well in the southern portions of 
the State. The pulp of this fruit is 
highly prized as an ingredient of salad 
dressings. Mexicans used the seed as 
an anthelmintic, and in the form of a 
liniment in the treatment of neuralgia. 

625. Persica vulgaris Miller. Peach. 
Rosacez. 

A well-known fruit tree extensively 
cultivated throughout the State. ‘The 
leaves are laxative, and sedative due 
to the hydrocyanic acid present. Have 
been used in the treatment of whooping 
cough and in_ bladder irritation. 
Flowers are laxative and are used as a 
vermicide. Poisonous in large doses. 
Peach oil made from the seeds is used 
as an adulterant of oil of sweet 
almonds. The expressed fruit juice 
yields peach brandy. 

626. Petasites palmata Gray. Colts- 
foot. Composite. 

The Indians use this plant in the 
treatment of grippe, of consumption, 
as an application for sores, etc. ‘The 
ash is rich in salt. (Contrib. U. S. 
Natl. Herb. 7: No. III, 395.) 


627. Peucephyllum Schottii. 

Said to be useful in the treatment of 
kidney and bladder trouble. Reported 
by H. H. Barton of Bishop, Cal. 

628. Peucedanum species. Umbel- 
lifere. | 

The roots of nearly all species are 
used as food by Indians. Some have 
medicinal properties. (See “Osha.’’) 


They contain peucedamine. (Am. 
Journ. Pharm., 1890.) 


629. Peucedanum grayii. Umbel- 
liferze. 

This plant is reported to be poison- 
ous. The poisonous principle requires 
further iffvestigation. 

630. Peucedanum montanum. Um- 
bellifere. | 
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This is reported to be poisonous. 

631. Peucedanum palustre Moench. 
Marsh parsley. Umbelliferz. 

A European marsh plant, introduced 
into the State and elsewhere. The 
dried roots are aromatic and acridly 
pungent. In Russia this plant is used 
in the treatment of epilepsy. 

632. Peucedanum platycarpum. 
Umbellifere. 

Reported to be poisonous. Requires 
further study. 

633. Peucedanum scopularum Gray. 
Indian cabbage. Umbelliferz. 

Indians eat the upper portions of the 
succulent stems, either raw or cooked. 
Said to have some medicinal properties. 

634. Peucedanum utriculatum. Fir 
clover. Umbelliferz. 


The Indians eat the young leaves 
raw. (Contrib. U. S. Natl. Herb. 7: 
No. III, 373.) 

635. Peumus boldus Molina. Boldo. 
Monimiacez. 

Grown experimentally in different 
parts of the State. A native of the 
Chilian Andes. Well known medici- 
nally ; has anaesthetic properties. 

636. Phacelia grandiflora Gray. 
Hydrophyllacez. 

Reported to be poisonous for some 
people. Requires further study. 

637. Phalaris arundinacea L. Reed 
canary grass. Graminez. 

By some reported to be poisonous, 
although this is denied by others. It 
is declared that the symptoms of 
poisoning are due to the presence of 
ergot, which is found upon it. 


638. Phoradendron species. Mis- 
tletoe. Loranthacez. 

The mistletoes, occur abundantly on 
the junipers. The dried plant, pow- 
dered and mixed with a little flour, is 
sprinkled on the saddle sores of horses. 

639. Phoradendron flavescens Nutt. 
Mistletoe. Loranthacee. 

Found upon oaks and the buckeye. 
The Indians state that the plants. 
found upon the buckeye are very useful 
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medicinally. Used in the treatment of 
toothache, for which purpose the 
leaves are chewed. (Contrib. U. S. 
Natl. Herb. 7: III, 344.) Bull. Tor. 
Bot. Club 31: 435-443, 1904.) 

640. Physalis alkekengi L. Alke- 
kengi. Winter cherry. Solanacez. 

A native of Southern Europe, culti- 
vated in the United States. The ber- 
ries, which are eaten, have laxative and 
diuretic properties, and are used in the 
treatment of fever. 

641. Phragmites vulgaris Lam. 
Graminez. 

Rich in sugar. The stalks are eaten 
as a substitute for sugar cane stalks. 

642. Phytolacca decandra. Poke 
root. Phytolaccacez. 

Well known medicinally. Easily 
cultivated in the State of California. 
(See text-books on Materia Medica 
and U. D.) 


643. Phytolacca dioica. Poke root. 
Phytolaccacee. 

Well known medicinal plant. P. 
acinosa of Japan is well known for its 
diuretic and poisonous properties. 
Other species are found in the State. 

644. Pimpinella anisum L. Anise. 
Umbellifere. 

This plant thrives exceedingly well 
throughout the State. It could un- 
doubtedly be cultivated profitably. 
The plant is well known and requires 
no further description. 

645. Pinus species. Pines. Ever- 
greens. Conifere. 

The pines are well represented in the 
State of California. There are many 
native as well as introduced species. 
The resinous exudate of the partially 
burned basal parts of P. lambertiana 
Dougl., loses its resinous qualities and 
becomes sweet, resembling manna for 
which it is sometimes substituted. This 
resin is said to have cathartic proper- 
ties. The seeds from the immense 
cones are eaten by the Indians. In 
fact, pine seeds constitute a very im- 
portant article of diet of the California 


Indians. Pine pitch is used*in making 
and repairing canoes, tents, and in fast- 
ening arrow feathers, arrow heads, etc. 
The dry powdered resin is used as a 
dusting powder for sores and ulcers. 
Settlers mixed the resin with corn 
meal and apply as a poultice to produce 
counter-irritation. (Calif. Geog. Surv. 
Bot. 2: 123.) (Contrib. Natl. Herb. 


7: 300-307.) (Proc. A. Ph. A., 26: 1878, 


27: 1879.) 

646. Pinus contorta murrayana. 
Murray’s pine. Conifere. 

The wood of this tree is much used 
by the Indians in making tent poles, as 
fuel, etc. | 


647. Pinus lambertiana Dougl. 
Lambert’s pine. Sugar pine. Con- 
ifere. 

The saccharine exudation has 
already been referred to. This is one 
of the handsomest and most highly 
valued of the California pines. The 
sum of the variety monticola is used 
as chewing gum. 


648. Pinus monophylla Torr. Nev- 
ada nut pine. Pifion pine. Conifere. 
Rich in resin. The roasted seeds are 


eaten. (Calif. Geog. Surv. Bot. 2: 124.) 


649. Pinus ponderosa. Yellow pine. 
Conifere. 

The gum exudation is used medicin- 
ally and as an adhesive agent in tent 
and canoe making, etc. The gum is 
also used for chewing purposes. (Con- 


trib. U. S. Natl. Herb. 7: No. III, 307.) 


650. Pinus sabiniana Dougl. Digger 
pine. Coniferz. 


The nuts of this tree form the prin- 
cipal winter fruit of the Digger Indians. 
The seeds are rich in fat (51.5%) and 
proteids (28.05%). The yellow pitch 
is applied as a protective covering to 
sores, wounds and burns, and is used 
as a counter-irritant. The bark infu- 
sion is given in consumption. Steamed 
twigs and leaves are said to be useful 
in rheumatism and for bruises. (Con- 


trib. U. S. Natl. Herb. 7: No. III, 307.) 
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651. Pinus torreyana Parry. Torry 
pine. Coniferz. 

A comparatively rare tree of South- 
ern California. The fruits are eaten by 
the Indians. 

652. Pirus species and _ varieties. 
Pears, apples, ets. Rosacez. 

The multitudinous variety of apples, 
pears and quinces are extensively cul- 
tivated throughout the State. The 
quinces and pears thrive exceedingly 
well, though it would appear that 
apples do better in other portions of the 
United States. Some California apples 
are deficient in flavor. 


FLUIDGLYCERATES*

Fluidglycerate of Aconite 


Take of Aconite Root, in No. 


_ Dissolve the tartaric acid in 60 Cc. of 

the glycerol-water menstruum and 
moisten the drug with the solution and 
then proceed to percolate and finish as 
per the type process. 

Very little sediment has formed in 
this preparation. It has remained en- 
tirely clear above this, and the smallest 
amount gives the characteristic acrid 
taste and tingling sensation of aconite. 
It mixes clear with water, syrup and 
diluted alcohol, but becomes cloudy 
with alcohol. It assayed 0.435 Gm. of 
alkaloid in 100 Cc. The powdered dry 
marc is nearly free from acridity and 
the aconite was practically exhausted. 

Fluidglycerate of Anthemis 


Take of Anthemis in No. 20 . 


follow the type process, using 120 
Cc. of the glycerol-water menstruum 
to moisten the drug. 

The resulting preparation contains 


the bitterness of the drug and consider- 


able of the aroma. It has formed a 
semi-gelatinous precipitate. I do not 
consider it entirely satisfactory.

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Fluidglycerate of Apocynum 
Take of Apocynum in No. 20 


Follow the type process, using 80 Cc. 
of the glycerol-water menstruum to 
moisten the drug. 

The resulting preparation has 
formed only the faintest sediment, is 
a clear red-brown syrupy liquid, is 
bitter and has the characteristic taste 
of the drug. It mixes clear with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol and cloudy 
with alcohol. It appears to fully rep- 
resent the drug and I believe it to be 
an excellent form for the exhibition of 
its action. 


Fluidglycerate of Asclepias 


Take of Asclepias, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 80 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. | 

This preparation precipitated 
slightly before straining, is now clear 
and appears to be a good preparation 
of the drug. It mixes clear with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol, but turbid 
with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Belladonna Leaves 
Take of Belladonna Leaves, in 


2 Gm. 
50 Cc. 
Chloroform water, a_ sufficient 

quantity. 


Dissolve the tartaric acid in 80 Cc. 
of the mixture of glycerin and distilled 
water and use this solution to moisten 
the drug and proceed to percolate and 
finish, following the type process. 

On standing, the deposit formed at 
the bottom of the container was about 
1/toth of the volume, but after de- 
canting and filtering the preparation 
remained clear. From physical appear- 
ances it appears to represent the drug. 
It mixes clear with water and diluted 
alcohol and not quite clear with syrup, 
with alcohol it produces a cloudiness. 
It assayed by U. S. P. process for as- 
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saying fluidextract of Belladonna 
0.27542 Gm. alkaloids to 100 Ce. 


Fluidglycerate of Belladonna Root 
Take of Belladonna Root, in. 


Chloroform water, a _ sufficient 
quantity. 


Dissolve the tartaric acid in 60 Cc. of 
the mixture of glycerin and distilled 
water and moisten the drug with this 
solution and proceed to percolate and 
finish, following the type process. 

On standing, this preparation de- 
posited some starch-like sediment, but 
the decanted and filtered portion has 
since remained clear. It mixes clear 
with water, syrup and diluted alcohol 
and turbid with alcohol. It assayed 
0.37884 Gm. alkaloids to 100 Cc. 


Fluidglycerate of Berberis 
Take of Berberis, in No. 20 
Follow the type process, using 60 Cc. 


of the glycerol-water menstruum to 
moisten the drug. 

The resulting preparation is clear, 
greenish brown in color and mixes 
clear with water, syrup and diluted al- 
cohol, and only slightly cloudy with 
alcohol. It appears to be an entirely 
satisfactory preparation. 


Fluidglycerate of Calumba 
Take of Calumba, in No. 20 


Follow the type process, using 60 
Cc. of the glycerol-water menstruum 
to moisten the drug. 

Only a slight precipitate formed in 
the preparation and, after straining, it 
was a clear, deep brown very bitter 
liquid, and appears to fully represent 
the drug and an excellent form for its 
exhibition. It mixes clear with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol, but turbid 
with alcohol. The dried marc shows 


that the drug was extracted. 


Fluidglycerate of Cascara Sagrada 
Take of Cascara Sagrada, in 
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Follow the type process, using 80 
Cc. of the glycerol-water menstruum 
to moisten the drug. 

The resulting preparation is bitter 
and has not precipitated and no doubt 
fully represents the activity of the 
drug. Its miscibility is, however, pe- 
culiar, as it mixes clear with alcohol 
and diluted alcohol and makes a some- 
what cloudy mixture with syrup, and is 
decidedly turbid with water. 


Bitterless Fluidglycerate of Cascara Sagrada 
Take of Cascara Sagrada, in No. 


Mix the lime with 200 Cc. of dis- 


tilled water and stir in the Cascara Sa- 
grada, moistening the drug evenly and 
thoroughly. Dry the moist powder by 
exposure to a moderate heat till air 
dry, then proceed with this as directed 
in the type process, using’ 80 Cc. of the 
glycerol-water menstruum to moisten 
the drug. 

The resulting product is deep red- 
brown in color, bitterless and entirely 
free from sediment and quite satisfac- 
tory. It mixes clear with water, syrup, 
diluted alcohol, and cloudy with 
alcohol.

Take of Bitterless Fluidglycer- 
ate Cascara ........

This is an excellent aromatic prep- 
aration in which cascara is effectually 
disguised. 


Fluidglycerate of Castanea 
Take of Castanea leaves, in No. 


100 Gm. 
Proceed as directed in the type pro- 


cess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug 
and packing very lightly. 

The resulting preparation is free 
from precipitate, a thick, clear red- 
brown liquid, having a faint odor of 
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the leaf and slightly acidulous, pleasant 
bitter and astringent taste. It mixes 
clear with water, syrup, and diluted 


alcohol, but alcohol coagulates it. 


Fluidglycerate of Caulophyllum 
Take of Caulophyllum, in No. 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 50 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The finished product was free of 
sediment and has remained clear and 
brilliant with characteristic taste of the 
drug. With water it mixes with a 
slight cloudiness and also forms cloudy 
mixtures with alcohol and diluted al- 
cohol, but with syrup it mixes clear. 
It appears to be a satisfactory prepara- 


tion. 


Fluidglycerate of Chimaphila 
Take of Chimaphila, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 80 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. _ 

The resulting product appears to be 
an excellent preparation, free from 
sediment and has remained clear, and 
should be an acceptable form for ad- 
ministering the drug. Waéith water it 
makes a slightly cloudy mixture and 
with alcohol a turbid one results, but 
it mixes clear with syrup and diluted 


alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Chirata 
Take of Chirata, in No. 20 
100 Gm. 
Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 80 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The resulting preparation showed a 
very slight sediment, which was 
readily strained off, and the remainder 
has been clear since. It is a thick, dark 
brown exceedingly bitter fluid fully 
representing the drug. It makes with 
water, syrup and diluted alcohol clear 
mixtures, but produces with alcohol a 
cloudiness. 


Fluidglycerate of Cimicifuga 
Take of Cimicifuga, in No. 20 
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Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, moistening the drug with 60 Cc. 
of the glycerol-water menstruum. 

This preparation was one of the sur- 
prises of the series. It has remained 
clear with only the faintest trace of 
sediment. It is rich in color and taste 
of the drug and appears well worthy 
of medical consideration. It mixes en- 
tirely clear with water, syrup, and di- 
luted alcohol, but with alcohol the mix- 
ture is turbid. 


Fluidglycerate of Cinchona 
Take of Cinchona, in No. 40 


100 Gm. 
acid 
Chloroform water, a _ sufficient 
quantity. 


Add the hydrochloric acid to 100 
Cc. of the mixed glycerin and distilled 
water and in this mixture rub up the 
cinchona to a paste; set this aside for 
24 hours to macerate, then stir up 
thoroughly and transfer to a conical 
glass percolator. Then proceed to ex- 
tract and finish in accordance with the 
type process. 

The product is a thick, red liquid, 
which, while slightly cloudy, has de- 
posited practically no sediment. It is 
acid and very bitter. It mixed clear 
with alcohol and diluted alcohol, and 
with syrup produced a slight cloudi- 
ness, but with water there was formed 
a precipitate of the bright red coloring 
matter. Assayed by the official process 
for assay of fluidextract of cinchona, it 
showed 3.58 Gm. anhydrous ether- 
soluble alkaloids in 100 Cc. 


Fluidglycerate of Coca 


Take of Coca, in No. 20 powder.100 Gm. 
Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 100 of glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 

On concentrating the percolate there 
was produced a decided precipitate, 
gritty to the feel and taste. This was 
isolated, washed and tested, and proved 
to be calcium oxalate. The strained 
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liquid has remained clear and has a de- 
cided taste and odor of the coca leaf, 
and this is brought out on dilution. It 
mixes clear with syrup and diluted al- 
cohol, and slightly cloudy with water, 
and is coagulated by strong alcohol. 
Assayed by the official process for as- 
say of fluidextract of coca, it showed

Fluidglycerate of Coffee 
Take of Coffee, in No. 40 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

Fluidglycerates of both green, or 
unroasted and of roasted coffee were 
prepared and both appear to be satis- 
factory preparations. ‘That -from the 
roasted coffee will fill a demand that is 
growing in the trade for a concentrated 
extract of coffee for making syrup 
flavoring for ice cream, soda water, etc.

‘The product, while only one-half the 
coffee strength of the N. F. formula for 
syrup of coffee, will be found quite 
strong enough for soda water syrup, 
and if a stronger syrup is wanted the 
proportion of the fluidglycerate can be 
increased. 


Fluidglycerate of Colchicum Corm 
Take of Colchicum Corm, in 
....100 Gm. 


the glycerin-water mixture and 
moisten the drug with the mixture and 
then proceed as per the type process. 

In this preparation there separated 
a starch-like sediment amounting to 
about 10 Cc., which was strained out 
and the liquid has since remained clear. 
It has a bitter and acidulous taste and 


mixes clear with syrup and cloudy with 
alcohol, and slightly cloudy with water 
and diluted alcohol. Assayed by the 
official process for assay of fluid ex- 
tract of colchicum seed it gave 0.290 
Gm. colchicine in 100 Cc. 


Fluidglycerate of Colchicum Seed 
Take of Colchicum Seed, in No. 


Mix the acetic acid with 60 Cc. of 
the menstruum of glycerin and distilled 
water and moisten the drug with this; 
then proceed according to the type pro- 
cess. 

The product deposited a scanty sedi- 
ment and after straining this off it re- 
mained clear and bright. It is red 
brown in color with an acidulous and 
characteristic bitter taste and well rep- 


resents the activity of the drug.. It 


mixes slightly cloudy with water and 
diluted alcohol and clear with syrup, 


but turbid with alcohol. Assayed by 


the official method for the assay of 
fluidextract of colchicum seed it gave 
0.36 Gm. of colchicum in 100 Cc. 


Fluidglycerate of Colocynth 
Take of Colocynth, in No.. 30 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 9o Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This product deposited a heavy al- 
buminous precipitate and, although 
the strained liquid has remained clear, 
the marc shows that the drug has not 
been exhausted. I do not consider it 
satisfactory. The addition of an alkali 
may be necessary to the glycerol-water 
menstruum in order to make it a satis- 
factory medium. 

Fluidglycerate of Conium 


Take of Conium, in No. 30 


Mix the acetic acid with 45 Cc. of the 
elycerol-water menstruum and moisten 
the drug with the mixture and then 


proceed according to the type process. 


An albuminous sediment formed at 
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once on heating. This ‘was allowed to 
settle in the product and then gotten 
rid of by decantation and straining. 
The preparation has since remained 
clear and possesses the odor and taste 
of the drug. It mixes clear with 
syrup, slightly cloudy with water, 
more so with diluted alcohol and quite 
turbid with alcohol. Assayed by the 
official process for assay of fluidex- 
tract of conium it yielded 0.466 Gm. of 
coniine in 100 Cc. 

Two other samples were made from 
the same conium, the one using 10 Cc. 
of acetic acid and the other no acid. 
The former assayed .408 and the latter 
0.120 Gm. of coniine. From these ex- 
periments we are justified in conclud- 
ing that an acid is essential to the ex- 
traction of conium but that a quantity 
in excess of that directed is not ad- 


visable. 


Fluidglycerate of Cotton Root Bark 
Take of Cotton Root Bark, in 


Proceed according to the type’ pro- 
cess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The product deposited a scant sedi- 
ment and appears to be a satisfactory 
preparation. It mixes clear’ with 


water, syrup, and diluted alcohol, and 
turbid with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Cypripedium 
Take of Cypripedium, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 70 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This product has remained perfectly 
clear and has the characteristic odor 
and taste of the drug and the marc 
shows that the extraction was prac- 
tically complete. It mixes clear with 
syrup and diluted alcohol, and slightly 
cloudy with water and still more so 
with alcohol. 


| Fluidglycerate of Digitalis 
Take of Digitalis, in No. 40 


Proceed according: to the type pro- 


f 


cess, moistening the drug with 70 Cc. 
of the glycerol-water menstruum. 

The product deposited a slight sedi- 
ment, but after straining has remained 
clear, and has a marked taste and odor 
of the drug. It mixes clear with syrup 
and slightly cloudy with water and di- 
luted alcohol, and turbid with alcohol. 
This product should be submitted to 
physiological testing. | 

Fluidglycerate of Dioscorea 
Take of Dioscorea, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This product deposited a copious 
starchy sediment which it was impos- 
sible to remove entirely by straining, 
and is for that reason not satisfactory. 
It mixes clear with water, syrup and 


diluted alcohol, and turbid with 


alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Ergot 
Take of Ergot in No. 20 powder.100 Gm. 


Mix the acetic acid with 40 Cc. of the 
elycerol-water menstruum and moisten 
the drug with this mixture, then pro- 
ceed according to the type process. 

The product deposited very. little 
sediment and has remained clear after 
straining. It is a dark red-brown thick 
liquid with strong odor and taste of 
ergot, and mixes clear with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol, but becomes 
turbid with aicohoi. It appears to be 
a good preparation, but should be 
tested physiologically. 

Fluidglycerate of Eupatorium 

Take of Eupatorium, in No. 30 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 80 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The product deposited scarcely any 
sediment and remained clear after 
straining. It appears to be a good 
preparation, possessing the faint bitter 
taste and aroma of the drug. It mixes 
clear with syrup, but slightly cloudy 
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with water, and still more so with di- 
luted alcohol, and turbid with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Frangula 
Take of Frangula, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 80 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This is an excellent preparation that 
has shown no signs of a precipitate, 
and shows that alcohol is not necessary 
for the extraction of either of the of- 
ficial barks of Rhamni. Its solubility 
is peculiar, as it mixes clear with syrup 
and diluted alcohol, and only slightly 
cloudy with alcohol, but decidedly 
cloudy with water. 


Fluidglycerate of Gambir 
Pumice Stone, in small pieces. .200 Gm. 


Beat the gambir and pumice in a 
clean mortar till reduced to a uniform 
No. 40 powder; mix this with 100 Cc. 
of the glycerol-water menstruum and 
set aside for 24 hours and then rub this 
up with the addition of sufficient of this 
menstruum to make a thin sludge and 
transfer to the percolator ; continue the 
extraction and preparation in accord- 
ance with the type process. 

The clayey matter present in gambir 
makes the percolation of this drug dif- 
ficult. The product is a thick, almost 
viscous, preparation that represents 
the drug fully. It mixes clear with 
syrup and diluted alcohol, and pro- 
duces slight cloudiness with alcohol, 
and an increased turbidity with water. 


Fluidglycerate of Gelsemium 
Take of Gelsemium, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 60 Cc. to moisten the drug. 

This product remains clear and ap- 
pears to be a good preparation, and 
the marc also indicates extraction. It 
should receive a thorough medical 
trial and physiological testing. It 
mixes clear with water, syrup and di- 
luted alcohol, but alcohol produces a 
precipitate and turbidity. 
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Fluidglycerate of Gentian 
Take of Gentian, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

On evaporating the weaker aqueous 
portions of the gentian extract there 
formed, as the concentration became 
near completion, a gelatinous thicken- 
ing. On adding the reserve portion 
and stirring this was broken up and 
largely redissolved, and on allowing 
the product to stand for a few days 
with occasional shaking had almost 
disappeared. The strained liquid has 
remained clear and has the bitterness 
and flavor of the drug. It mixes clear 
with water, syrup and diluted alcohol, 


but alcohol produces decided turbidity. 


Fluidglycerate of Geranium 
Take of Geranium, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

No sediment has formed in this 
product and it appears to be an excel- 
lent form for the administration of this 
drug, the valuable astringent principle 
being well extracted. It mixes clear 
with syrup and diluted alcohol, cloudy 
with water, and turbid with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Glycyrrhiza 
Take of Glycyrrhiza, in No. 20 


Ammonia water 

Mix the ammonia water with 60 Cc. 
of the glycerol-water menstruum and 
moisten the drug with this mixture, 
and then proceed according to the type 
process. | 

The product is rich in the flavor of 
licorice and the marc shows that the 
drug has been exhausted. It has re- 
mained clear and forms clear mixtures 
with water, syrup and diluted alcohol, 
but turbid with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Guarana 

Take of Guarana, in No. 60 
Clean sharp white sand....... 250 Gm. 
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‘Mix the guarana and sand and pro- 
ceed according to the type process, 
using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water men- 
struum to moisten. 

The product, while not as deep in 
color as the fluidextract, is_ bright, 
clear and rich in the peculiar flavor of 
the drug. It mixes clear with syrup, 
slightly cloudy with water and diluted 
alcohol, and still more cloudy with al- 
cohol. It is one of the good prepara- 
tions in these experiments and assayed 
3.8 Gm. of alkaloid in 100 Cc. 


Fluidglycerate of Hzematoxylon 


Take of Hzmatoxylon, in No. 
100 Gm. 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This is another good product that 
has shown no signs of sediment and 
fully represents the astringency of the 
drug. It makes clear solutions with 
water, syrup, alcohol, and diluted al- 


cohol. 


-Fluidglycerate of Hamamelis Bark 
Take of Hamamelis Bark, in 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 80 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 
This is another good preparation 
that has not deposited any sediment 
and no doubt fully represents the drug. 
It mixes clear with water, syrup and 
diluted alcohol, and almost clear with 


alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Hamamelis Leaves 
Take of Hamamelis Leaves, in 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 80 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 
This is likewise a good preparation 
without any sign of sediment and hav- 
ing a pleasant astringent taste and a 
faintly aromatic and herbaceous odor. 
It mixes clear with water, syrup and di- 
luted alcohol, but alcohol produces co- 


agulation and turbidity, 
Fluidglycerate of Hellebore 
Take of Hellebore, in No. 20 
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Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This product had a copious deposit 
which separated slowly and, while it 
was bitter and tasted of the drug, it 
was not satisfactory. It made cloudy 
mixtures with water, syrup, alcohol 
and diluted alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Hops 
Take of Hops, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 180 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This product at once deposited a 
small amount of sediment, which was 
readily strained off, and the liquid has 
remained clear from sediment but 
having an opalescence. It possesses in 
a marked degree the bitterness and 
aroma of hops. It mixes clear with di- 
luted alcohol, and cloudy with water 
and syrup, and turbid with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Hyoscyamus 
Take of Hyoscyamus, in No. 40 


Dissolve the tartaric acid in 60 Cc. 
of the glycerol-water menstruum and 
then proceed according to the type 
process. 

This product deposited considerable 
sediment, but the decanted and 
strained liquid is clear and has the 
taste and odor of henbane, and this be- 
comes more pronounced on dilution | 
with water.. It mixes clear with syrup, 
cloudy with water and diluted alcohol, 
and turbid with alcohol. Assayed by 
the official process for the assay of 
fluidextract of hyoscyamus it gave 


0.06658 Gm. of alkaloids in 100 Cc.

LABEL ABUSE 
By M. T. Harrington, Jr. 


The many articles that have ap- 
peared from time to time in the phar- 
maceutical journals have not impressed 
some of the craft in regard to the in- 
excusable error of pasting one label 
over another. 

During the past year the writer has 
seen a number of instances that might 
lead one to believe that there were 
careless employes in some stores, or 
that the method was permitted. Re- 
cently a fourteen ounce pocket whiskey 
flask was produced by a customer for 
refilling with wood alcohol; the shape 
of the container at once caused opposi- 
tion and on closer inspection it was 
found to bear three wood alcohol la- 
bels one over another, from prominent 
retail stores in Central California. 

The party stated that the bottle last 
contained denatured alcohol, which 
statement was verified by the label: 
the party had drawn a line through the 
word “wood” and inserted “Denat”’ 
over it, which does not appear to be 
following the Internal Revenue law as 
regards the labeling. 

When the labor of the few seconds 
it, takes to remove the old label and 
replace it with a neat clean one of your 
own, is considered, the cost is but a 
trifle. Besides it should be the pride of 
every clerk, who is generally the guilty 
one, to produce a neat and attractive 


package that would pass inspection at. 


any time. | 

It is probable that a postal card 
mailed to the party, stating the facts, 
would give good results. One or more 
clerks would have their attention 
called to the card and perhaps would 
not repeat the error, or at least the 
proprietor would know what was be- 
ing done if he did not do it himself. 


The use of whiskey flasks, beer bot- 
tles and the like for poisonous liquids 
should be condemned at all times. 
There are enough accidents from wood 
alcohol and similar poisons without 
using such containers to increase the 
number. 


ANENT A PREREQUISITE LAW 

The proposition to make compulsory 
the registration of all graduates from 
recognized schools of pharmacy with- 
out examination by the various State 
boards, together with the registration 
of graduates only, was turned down 
promptly by Northwestern University 
Pharmaceutical Association its 
meeting, January 21, 1909. . 

The question under discussion was. 
embodied in the resolution: 

“Resolved, that the highest welfare 
of the public and of the pharmaceu- 
tical profession demands that no board 
of pharmacy shall register as a full 
registered pharmacist anyone who is 
not a graduate from a_ recognized 
school of pharmacy.” 

Those opposing the resolution tried 
in most of the ways known to parli- 
mentarians to defeat the resolution, and 
this had the effect of ventilating the 
whole subject in the most thorough 
manner. For example, the history of 
the Conference of Pharmaceutical Fac- 
ulties was gone into and the line of 
demarcation between recognized and 
unrecognized schools clearly defined. 

The ineffectiveness of ordinary drug 
store experience to equip a student for 
the exacting and responsible duties of 
a registered pharmacist was dwelt up- 
on by more than one student, the serv- 
ing of ham and eggs, chile concarne, 
pumpkin pie and other edibles at the 
soda counters of some drug stores be- 
ing used to show that “experience” in 
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drug stores, although it must be ac- 
cepted by the boards of pharmacy in 
canvassing the fitness of an applicant 
for registration as evidence, in part, 
of the applicant’s fitness, may be 
wholly worthless. 


FROM OUR CONTEMPORARIES 
Who Owns a Prescription? 


_ This question which has a habit of 
cropping out unceasingly is discussed 
by Dr. Verlin C. Thomas in the Pacific 
Medical Journal, in a logical way. 
After showing the evils that result 
from the present custom of letting 
every patient and every pharmacist act 
according to his own notion, he con- 


cludes as follows: 

The remedy: I hold that no one or any 
of the parties concerned, the physician, the 
druggist or the patient would in any way 


suffer if such a condition were impossible. 


I believe that it is possible to change all 
of this by a very simple plan, namely, to 
have a contract printed on the back of 
each prescription stating that the same ‘is 
never to be refilled or copied except upon 
the written order of the physician first writ- 
ing it; and another clause that the patient 
on having this prescription filled accepts 
the same as value received in full and re- 
linquishes all right and title to the prescrip- 
tion. 

If this were followed implicitly and to the 
letter, let us see what would follow. lst. It 


_ would be impossible for any patient to form 


or continue a prescription long enough to 
acquire a drug habit. 2nd. The pharmacist 
would not lose any money that a decent, 
honest or self-respecting citizen of the Uni- 
ted States should expect. 3rd. The phy- 
sicians of the community would never have 
one of the blighted creatures pointed out 
to them or their friends as the result of 
their blundering stupidity. 4th. The com- 
munity at large would be benefited to the 
extent that no man would be taking a drug 
or medicine except that there be a plausible 
reason for the same. 


THE BRITISH POISONS AND PHAR- 
MACY ACT, 1908 


Just now when several States, Cali- 
fornia among the number, are en- 
deavoring to improve their pharmacy 
laws, it is interesting and may be in- 
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structive to see what our trans- 
Atlantic cousins have been doing in this 
line. As showing the unwillingness of 
the English people to change their 
laws, it may be mentioned that there 
has been no legislation there since 1868 
—forty years!—though a Pharmacy 
Act for Ireland was passed in 1875 and 
amended in 189go. 

The title of the new law, “The 
Poisons and Pharmacy Act,” seems to 
us like putting the cart before the 
horse. We should call it the Phar- 
macy and Poisons Act, the sale of 
poisons being not the primary thing 
but incidental or subsidiary to phar- 
macy. Not so with the Britishers. It 
is doubtful if they could have got 
Parliament to touch the question of 
pharmacy if it had not been that cer- 
tain persons, not being “pharmacists,” 
wanted the privilege of selling sheep- 
dip, sprays, insecticides and weed- 
killers without restriction. As farming, 
by which we mean the cultivation of 
the soil, the breeding of sheep, cattle 
and all that goes with these, is con- 
ducted in England to a large extent on 
scientific principles, and _ fertilizers, 
germicides, etc., are extensively used, 
some farmers spending thousands of 
pounds yearly in these things. The 
farmers and landowners were afraid 
that if the sale of poisons were con- 
fined to registered pharmacists it 
would create a monopoly of such arti- 
cles and destroy competition. ‘The dis- 
cussions in Parliament, as reported in 
the Pharmaceutical Jeurnal, were 
somewhat amusing to a pharmacist on 
this side of the water. One noble lord 
(a peer) would insist that the sale of 
sheep-dip, an arsenical compound, 
should not be confined to “chemists,” 
as there might not be a “chemist’s 
shop” within ten miles of the farmer’s 
house. Another would have weed- 
killers and germicides free to be sold 
in “ironmongers’ shops” (hardware 
stores) and elsewhere, and finally the 
bill was passed permitting such poisons 
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to be sold by any one who is “duly 
licensed for the purpose.” But the 
strange thing to us about this matter 
is that the licensing of such persons is 
committed, not to a Board of Phar- 
macy or similar body, but to “the local 
authority,” which is defined as the 
municipal council in England and the 
town council in Scotland. The law 
calls for absolutely no qualifications on 
the part of such licensees, who need not 
be druggists or have any knowledge of 
poisons and their antidotes. 

Another bone of contention was the 
use of the title “chemist” by companies 
and corporate bodies. Some of these 
(many of them are department stores) 
are very large and wealthy. Up to the 
present time these have been free to 
carry on the business without regula- 
tion, and to use any title they saw fit. 
They were not even compelled to em- 
ploy qualified managers or assistants, 
or to observe the poison regulations. 
All this is remedied by the new law, 
which goes into effect on April Ist. 
After that date they cannot carry on 
the business at all, unless it is con- 
ducted by a qualified manager or as- 
sistant in each of their stores. Further- 
more, a corporation may carry on the 
business of a pharmaceutical chemist 
or chemist and druggist if the business 
is under the control and management 
of a superintendent who is a duly 
registered pharmaceutical chemist or 
chemist and druggist, “who does not 
act at the same time in a similar ca- 
pacity for any other body corporate, 
firm or partnership.” But if the cor- 
poration wishes to use the title of 
“chemist and druggist,” or “chemist” 
or “druggist,” he must observe the 
foregoing requirements, and the super- 
intendent must also be a member of 
the board of directors or other govern- 
ing body of the corporation, firm or 
partnership. 


This is perhaps the most important 
part of the law, though another clause 
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may before long prove to be equally 
important. It gives to the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society the power to improve the 
educational equipment of pharmacists 
without necessarily increasing the cost 
of training and registration. 

The present law, like the old one of 
1868, gives His Majesty’s Privy Coun- 
cil considerable power, such as adding 
to the list of poisons subject to regula- 
tion, but as no harm came in the last 
forty years from the exercise of that 
power, it is not considered dangerous. 
On the whole, the general opinion ar- 
pears to be, so far as we can gather 
from the Chemist and Druggist and the 
Pharmaceutical Journal, that the de- 
fects of the new law are far over: 
balanced by its-benefits. The bill was 
a government measure, and was im- 
mensely improved in committee 
through the influence of the pharma- 
cists. But for great vigilance and per- 
sistent efforts the original bill would 
have been enacted, and that would have 
been a disaster to British pharmacy. 


It is proposed that one hundred and fifty 


boys and girls from the eighth and ninth > 


grades of the grammar schools of Chicago 
shall visit the West next summer, accom- 
panied by newspaper representatives, in a 
special train, for the purpose of learning 
about the resources and industries of the 
Pacific States, and that on the return they 
give talks about the trip to their schools. 

The plan has been suggested to the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce, which it is 
proposed shall finance the trip, by Tom 
Richardson, manager of the Portland Com- 
mercial Club. Consideration is being given 
to it by H. A. Wheeler, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce. 


Tuberculosis Not Admitted 


The regents of the University of Utah 
have promulgated a decree that no teacher, 
student or employe infected with tubercu- 
losis will be admitted hereafter to the class- 
rooms or buildings of the university —Med. 
Fortnightly.

An Oxalic Acid Experiment. 

By moistening coal ashes with a solution 
of oxalic acid, rock salt and water, the New 
York Board of Education is heating all the 
public school buildings with fires made 
from ashes, and saving $50,000 a year by it, 
according to a report made by the New 
York superintendent of school supplies. The 
rules for mixing the solution are given as 
follows: “Hot water must be used in dis- 
solving the acid and rock salt. To every 
gallon of water necessary add two ounces 
of oxalic acid and one pound of rock salt.” 
The ashes may be “treated” and shoveled 
back into the furnace. Where pea coal is 
used it can be mixed with the ashes in the 
proportion of two parts of ashes to one of 
coal. The ashes may be re-used by moisten- 
ing again. The committee estimates that 
the saving should not be less than 25 and 
may be as high as 70 per cent. The com- 
mittee had made experiments for.a year in 
School No. 21, Manhattan. Of 300 reports 
sent in, more than 70 per cent show a sav- 
ing of coal. Commercial oxalic acid costs 
10 cents a pound and rock salt 40 cents a 
hundredweight.—Paint, Oil & Drug Review. 


Preservation of Rubber Articles 


In the Journal de Pharmacie there is an 
article dealing with the preservation of rub- 
ber goods in different liquids, which is of 
special interest to pharmacists and _ sur- 
geons. Many substances have been recom- 


mended for this purpose and it is well to 


know which of them is the most approved. 
The writer discusses the various merits and 
demerits of lime-water, phenol and aniline 
solutions, glycerin-alcohol solution and so- 
lution of potassium pentasulphide. The con- 
clusions are that for undeteriorated rubber 
3 per cent solution of phenol and 3 per cent 
solution of aniline are best, while for de- 
teriorated rubber, or such as may have been 
brought many times to boiling point, a l 
per cent solution of potassium pentasulphide 
is most to be recommended, the restorative 
properties of the last mentioned depending 
on the penetration or absorption of the 
sulphur of the pentasulphide. Regarding the 
3 per cent solution of phenol, the writer has 
known of rubber tubing remaining unaltered 
after being kept ten years in this solution, 
and that without the solution being renewed. 
It is necessary, of course, to use a suitable 


vessel—for tubing, one in which the rubber 
lies in easy coil; for catheters, etc., an up- 
right position in a tall vessel is the best. 
The solution of aniline has properties 
similar to those of phenol. It has been 
remarked, however, that black rubber im- 
mersed in this liquid undergoes an augmen- 
tation of volume; tubing for instance show- 
ing a marked increase in length.Chemist 
and Druggist. 


SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 


The chemistry of spontaneous com- 
bustion is not hard to understand if 
one knows how a fire burns. Burning 
is the same chemical process in the 
rotting log, blazing shaving and ex- 
ploding dynamite, the only difference 
being in the time taken for the oxygen 
of the air to unite with the carbon of 
the wood. If they unite slowly, as in 
the rotting of wood or the rusting of 
iron or decaying potato, the heat is 
borne away unnoticed; if they unite 
fast enough to produce a heat that will 
roast out and ignite burning gases, it 
makes a flame; if so fast that the ex- 
pansion of the water, in the form of 
steam and the carbon dioxid which are 
made by all combustion causes shock 
and noise, it is an explosion. 

In high explosives wood fibre and 
chemicals rich in oxygen are combined 
so that the fibre, cellulose, can be 
burned in a closed space in which there 
is no air. The expansion of gas formed 
within the space can throw a cannon 
ball or split a rock. The most powerful 
explosive mixture is one containing 
two parts of hydrogen to one part oxy- 
gen, that being the proportion neces- 
sary to form water by uniting chem- 
ically. 

The taking fire of any material comes 
from its being heated so hot that the 
hydrogen and carbon in it begin to 
unite with the oxygen of the air to 
form carbonic acid gas. This gas, 
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which is made up of water in vapor and 
carbon dioxid, is drawn up the flue by 
the current of heated air. The carbon 
_dioxid being slightly heavier than air 
falls to furnish breath for trees and 
plants while the watery vapor rises to 
form clouds and return in rain. So, we 
get back the product of the burning of 
our houses, but after it is greatly cheap- 
ened in value. 

Spontaneous combustion, strictly 
speaking, is the igniting of a substance 
from heat caused by chemical action 
within itself, but the word is often used 
in speaking of any burning which hap- 
pens without the touch of a flame, 
spark or live coal. 

In the last 200 fires from spontaneous 
combustion reported to the Ohio state 
fire marshal, fats or oils on cotton fibres 
caused 122. A fat when warmed is oil; 
when smeared on anything it is grease. 
The animal fats, tallow, butter and 
lard unless rancid, are less liable to 
cause spontaneous combustion than the 
vegetable oils, linseed, cottonseed, nut, 
castor bean and olive.. None of these 
can take fire spontaneously unless 
spread over a large surface of easily 
ignited material as when a cotton rag 
is wet with them. Then they take oxy- 
gen from the air so fast that the heat 
from the chemical union will, if it is 
not carried away by movement of air, 
rise to a point at which the fibres of 
the rag will first char and then take 
fire. An instance: A mop used in oil- 
ing a floor in the Home for Working 
Girls in Columbus, Ohio, took fire in 
a few hours after being put in a closet 
under the stair. 

Linseed oil is chargeable with the 
greatest number of burned buildings. 
Cotton rags, sawdust or scraps of silk 
wet with olive or cottonseed oil, may 
take fire. These oils are likely to get 
into any pile of rubbish. 

Many fires start in closets from rag- 
bags, greasy overalls, and from cloths 
used in oiling the floor. Many heavy 
losses on factories come from fires 


started in their paint shops by paint 


dryers, turpentine and linseed oil. 

Lard, tallow and butter smeared on 
rags and thrown into a trash barrel are 
a source of danger. The storehouses in 
which rags are picked and baled are 
very likely to be destroyed by spon- 
taneous combustion. 

A large number of substances that 
are not greasy are liable to get hot and 
take fire without being near a stove or 
flame. Many barns are burned by new 
mown hay getting too hot. A few are 
burned by the heating of shredded fod- 
der, grain and meal. 

Ice houses are very liable to take 
fire from heating of the sawdust in 
which the ice is packed, or from the 
sawdust used to fill the walls. Per- 
haps the grease from the mill machin- 


ery getting into the sawdust causes — 


some of these fires.—Paint, Oil and 
Drug Review. 


While experiments have shown that 
ice made from infected water, if kept 
long enough in the frozen condition 
becomes innocuous, it has also been 
proved that mere freezing is not sufh- 


cient to kill most pathogenic germs. | 


Furthermore, the length of time re- 
quired to do this is considerable. 

“Experiments made by Dr. William 
H. Park of New York and others show 
that in three days half the frozen bacilli 
are dead, in seven days seven-eighths, 
and in four weeks the water is as pure 
as the filtered; after four months the 
danger is negligible, and after six 
months there is no danger. It is un- 
derstood that other tests have been 
made, but the results have not been 
given that wide publicity demanded by 
public safety. It takes time for cold 
to kill the organisms, and there is some 
danger after all.” 


“Moving?” inquired a neighbor, as a fur- 
niture van stopped in front of Kerfect’s 
house.

SAN JOSE 
The druggists and doctors had what 


our correspondent describes as “a. 


dandy meeting” on the evening of Jan- 
uary 20th. It was a “get together” 
meeting that cannot fail to do both 
parties good. J. G. Munson, President 
of the California Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, explained why the pharmacists 
thought that the State Board of Phar- 
macy rather than the State Board of 
Health should be charged with the 
execution of the State Pure Drugs 
Law, and in doing so referred to the 
difficulty of obtaining crude drugs of 
standard quality and of the further dif- 
ficulty of preparing standard galeni- 
cals from non-standard drugs. He also 
called attention to the fact that phy- 
sicians who dispense their own medi- 
cines are subject to the provisions of 
the Pure Drugs law the same as drug- 
gists. This awakened some degree of 
sympathy with the druggists who, 
while anxious to live up to the law, 
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find difficulties in the way of doing it. 

The National Formulary was ex- 
plained to them, most of them confess- 
ing that they knew little or nothing 
about it. 

After more friendly conference, a 
committee of five physicians and five 
druggists was appointed to further dis- 
cuss the subject and to report at a fut- 
ure meeting.

As indicated on the title page, this large 
volume of over two thousand pages covers 
the entire field of pharmacology, giving to 
the American student and practitioner of 
pharmacy and medicine, a vast amount of 
information. When such men as Drs. Hare, 


Chas. Caspari Jr., Rusby, Geisler, Kremers 
and Base, all specialists in their respective 
departments of science, unite to produce a 
work, it is only to be expected that the 
product should be of unusual excellence; 
and in this respect the second edition of 
this well known Dispensatory is not dis- 
appointing. 

The medical portion of the work is some- 
what condensed, the uses, doses, etc., being 
given with as little circumlocution as pos- 
sible. This is a welcome feature to phar- 
macists, and probably to most physicians. 
The portions dealing with drugs, their ori- 
gin, description, constituents, etc., are 
clearly and interestingly written, and are 
refreshingly up-to-date. Moreover they are 
abundantly illustrated by reliable cuts add- 
ing much to the value of the work. Dr. 
Rusby’s position as expert on drug products 
to the United States government and to the 
New York Board of Health, gives him ex- 
cellent opportunities of knowing the qual- 
ity of a large proportion of the drugs im- 
ported into this country, and his experience 
in this office adds a freshness to the work 
that is seldom found in encyclopedias of 
this kind. (See articles on asafcetida, cin- 
chona, ipecac, coca.) 

In addition to the contributions of the 
several authors, there are a number of ar- 
ticles by Dr. E. M. Houghton, pharmacolo- 
gist to Parke, Davis & Co., on Bacterial 
Vaccines, Tuberculin, Opsonins and other 
Sera; as well as a short description of the 
methods employed in physiological testing. 
It is not too much to expect that in future 
treatises on materia medica and pharmacy, 
this class of remedies will form an increas- 
ingly large proportion.

This little volume of over 600 pages, which 
can be carried in the pocket, is an admirable 
text-book of chemistry for students in 
pharmacy for whom it was written. It has 
been prepared mainly from the _ hecto- 
graphed lecture and laboratory rules which 
are distributed to these students. 

About seventeen pages are devoted to a 
discussion of general chemistry, theories, 
chemical formule, definitions, etc.; about 
eighty pages to the non-metals and their 
acids, water, the atmosphere, etc., and about 
eighty-nine pages to metals and their com- 
pounds. Twelve pages are given over to 
equation writing, and stoichiometry. 

Part II is devoted to Inorganic Chemistry. 
Beginning with carbon, the hydrocarbons 
and paraffins, the authors treat of practically 
the whole range of carbon compounds, many 
of them of special interest in pharmacy and 
medicine, such as carbohydrates, terpenes, 
essential oils and alkaloids. 

To the discussion of the purification of 
organic compounds, proximate and ultimate 
analysis, vapor density determination and 
the calculation of formulas, 20 pages are 
devoted, while toxicology is treated in a 
small but very comprehensive and uniquely 
arranged article of 11 pages. Brief ar- 
ticles treating on subjects which every edu- 
cated person should know something abott, 
have been given. Thus, short discussions 
on the manufacture of iron and steel, the 
manufacture of cement, coal gas, dyeing 
and tanning industries, are presented.

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ON HISTORIC GROUND 


Parke, Davis & Company’s New English 
Laboratory Adjoins the Famous 
Hounslow Heath 
. The growing European business of Parke, 
Davis & Co. has recently found expression 
in the handsome new laboratory shown in 
the accompanying illustration. This fine 
structure is interesting for a number of 
reasons. It was builded at a time when 
most American manufactories were consid- 
ering the subject of retrenchment, rather 
than of expansion. It represents a sub- 
stantiality of construction that is less in 
evidence in the business buildings of our 
own country than one would wish to see. 
It stands at the very edge of Hounslow 
Heath, a bit of the earth’s surface that, 
history tells us, has been the scene of events 

that stir men’s blood. 
A prominent member of the American 
drug trade, an observant traveler, who re- 


cently returned from an extended European | 


trip and who visited Parke, Davis & Co.’s 
Hounslow branch, has this to say of the 
company’s English laboratory and its his- 
toric setting: 


PARKE, DAVIS & CO’S LABORATORY 
Hounslow Heath, London 


“It is one of the best lighted, best ven- 
tilated and most substantially built factory 
structures I have ever seen. I went all over 
the laboratory from top to bottom. The 
walls are massive and thick, the verandas 
are built of unburnable concrete, and all 
the stair-cases, both inside and outside the 
building, are of the same material (con- 
crete). To the American eye this structure 
is needlessly expensive, but the building re- 
strictions of the London County Council 
are very severe. Measures inaugurated to 
protect life and property against fire have 
to be carried out, and any violation or eva- 
sion of the rules is specially penalized. In 


London it does not matter much what a 
building costs; it is expected to stand for 
three or four hundred years, and the in- 
itial expense is of little consequence. 

“The building is beautifully situated at the 
edge of a fertile country. From the win- 
dows of the. laboratory the meadows ex- 
tend away for miles. By the bye, every inch 
of the soil in and about Hounslow is his- 
toric ground. If you will refer to your 
Macaulay’s History of England, you will 
find that it was on the famous Hounslow 
Heath, the boundary of which is less than 
one hundred yards from Parke, Davis & 
Co.’s Hounslow laboratory, that James II 
of England marshaled the Irish soldiers by 
whom he was planning to subvert English 
liberty. Hounslow Heath has been famous 
for hundreds of years as the place on 
which Dick Turpin and other noted high- 


waymen ‘levied contributions.’ Hounslow © 


is about an hour’s ride by suburban train 
from the heart of London. Cultivated fields 
and farms come up almost to the door .of 
the laboratory. I can still see the men 
working in the rain, with the afternoon sun 
breaking out in little fitful gleams from 
behind the clouds.” 

Parke, Davis & Co.’s British headquarters 
are in London—in Beak street, just off Re- 
gent street, one of the chief trade arteries 
of the metropolis. The London branch oc- 
cupies a magnificent five-story building, has 
commodious offices and warehouses, and 
maintains a scheduled motor-car service 
for the transmission of supplies to and from 
the Hounslow laboratory.
